The stock market was agaio wesk and declin-
ing throughout tbe day, though the losses, ex-
cept in cne stoek, do not compare with those of
yesterday. The bank of Eogland failed to in-
crease its rate of discount this moroing. snd
there was no selling for foreign account at the
opeaiog this morning, whieh, coupled with the
bigher figures of the London market and confi-
dent wagers that the Northwestern dividend
would not be reduced, gave the *‘bulls” some en-
couragement, and for a short time (be market
bad & better tone than it has shown for the past
few days. Reports that the dividesd upon Oma-
ba preferred wouid be reduced, however, took
tbe piace of that of Northwestern, anod that
started the liquidation againo, which, with the
raid of the ‘“bears.” knocked vprices off
rapidly for a portion of the first hour.
There was soms buying oo a scale-
down, and it is believed that the larger ““bears”
covered large lines at the low figures. The de-
ecline soon eame to an end, though, no suppert
being forthcoming. The markst exhibited no
strengih whatever as the concessions and liqui-
dations continued, giving the list a weak and de-
clining tons during the entire session. Omaba
was unususlly acuve, and the preferred showed
an extrems decline of 24§ per cent and the com-
mon 2 per eent., very littie of which was recov-
ered. Richmond & West Foint also showed
marked weakness at one time, but the general
list, at the lowest prices, showed in few cases
losses of more than a point, sithough they were
quite uniform

Among the inastive shares, Manitoba, St. Paul
prefered and Kiogston & Pembroke showed
marked weekness toward the close, each vield-
ing over 1 per cent The active stocks sil dis-
playsd considerable animation but no special
feasure was developed.

The opening was
strouger and } 2 jc bigher than the closing fig-
ures of yesterd.v, and rallied § 2 Jc more under
good buying. Shorts became nervous and took
to covering, which aecsisted the advance; but the
outside prices brought out considerable wheat,
there being more or less realizing, and it was
ibe opinion that shere has been some heavy
selling the last day or two in advances. At any
rate the offerings were sufficiently beavy to
turn the market, and prices, after numerous
flactuations, deelined 1je. Here, renewed
buying echecked the decline aud prices
rallied 1le, became strouger and closed
about Je higher than yvesterday. The action
of the market in the last forty-eight hours has
made the short interests more cautious, the
fear of the market getting away from them
again asserting itseif. A little better feeling

A cheap pine set of chamber
farniture or s badly stained old walnut or ash
set can be painted and made very artistie to
match the eolor of the walis. White Lonsdsle
or fine cheess cioth cut into strivs and sewed to-
gether with strips of erochetad inserting or rick-
rack and lined with baiflf, blue, or pink silesia,
mskes & beautiful bed-spread. Pillow shams
may be made to mateh, as well
as toilet mats, srlasher and table-spread.
Cheese-cloth curtains trimmed the same wayadd
greatly to the adornment of the room, and as
these articles eau be made at odd moments, and
with bat little outlay of money, there is no rea-
son why the guest-chamber shouid pot be the
prettiest room in the Lhouse, A dainty comfort-
able may be made alse of cheese cloth, which is
much lighter and equally as warm as the nsuai
chintz or print seen in these coveringa.

How to Make Hens Lay.
American Poultry Yard.

Put two or more guarts of water in a kettle,
adviges an exchange, acd one large seed pepper
or two small ones, then put the kettle over the
fire. When the water boils, stir in the coarse
Indian meal untii you have a thick mush. Let
it cook an hour or sv and feed bot Horse rad-
ish is chopped fine and stirred into mush as pre-
pared n the above directions, and for results
we are getting from five to ten eggs per day,
whereas previous to feeding we had not any
ecgs for a long time. We hear a good deal of
complaint from other people aboat not pgetting
eggs. Tosoch we would warmly recommend
cooked feed fed hot. Boiled appleskins, sea-
soned with red pepper, or boiled potatoes, sea-
soned with horse radish, are good for feed,
much better than nncooked food Corn, when
fed to a hen by itself, bas & tendemcy to fatten
rather than produce the most profitable ege
laying. A spoouful of sulpbur, stirred with
their feed occasionally, will rid them of vermin
and tome up their system.
